In order truly to define -Japan’s

Cholera: is.a highly infectious 
disease, the symptoms of which are 
severe diarrhoea, vomiting, painful 
muscular cramps, followed by col- 
lapse and, in a large percentage of 
cases, death. 

The Cause Of The Disease:— 
is a special germ which enters the 
body through contaminated food 
and drink, particularly water, milk, 
fruit and vegetables. The germ can 
be destroyed by heat. 

Preventive Measures Advised :— 

(1) Boil all milk and water. 

(2) Do not eat uncooked foods, 
especially fish, mussels, 
vegetables, salads and cut 
fruit. 

Do not eat all ice-cream, 
jellies, or drink any mineral 
waters the origin of which is 
uncertain or not above sus- 
picion. 

Take steps to prevent flies 
settling on food-stuffs.

F, having, resisted the recent 
challenge of Small Montana 
for his world fly-weight champion- 
ship, Benny Lynch had been con- 
tent to call it a day so far as fight- 
ing ‘fly-weights was concerned, and 
had had a look round’ instead 
among the world’s bantam-weight 
opposition, his net earnings to date 
might not have been any the less, 
or his prestige either. 

Customers for Lynch appearances, 
after or before .the Montana scrap, 
have not been ill to get together, but 
sundry forfeits and now fines have 
constituted a considerable hole in the 
bottom of the champion’s oft-replenish- 
ed purse. A hundred pounds for a 
glass of milk or a bunch of grapes is 
an expensive rate at which to live, 
even for a champion with an idolatrous 
market like Benny, and especially when 
the chances are a bunch of grapes to a 
slimming tablet that he could have his 
grapes, and his milk, and his £100, 
and his championship—provided it 
were the bantam championship.
